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Only  a century  ago  blind  people  had 
little  choice  in  their  way  of  life. 
Rejected  by  society,  placed  in  asylums 
and  denied  education,  they  were  left 
to  beg  on  the  streets.  Blind  people  were 
without  opportunity,  privilege,  or  choice. 

Today,  blind  people  enter  life  with 
almost  the  same  choices  as  the  sighted. 
Blind  children  may  enter  public,  private 
or  residential  schools,  later  attending 
the  college  or  university  of  their  choice. 
Employment  opportunities  exist  for  the 
blind  in  an  endless  variety  of  vocations. 
Acceptance  in  social,  recreational  and 
fraternal  groups  is  almost  universal. 
For  the  multiply-handicapped  blind 
person,  society  has  provided  a good 
measure  of  economic  support  in  an 
effort  to  secure  for  them  at  least  a 
higher  level  of  dignity  than  ever  before. 

This  choice  of  a way  of  life  today  for 
blind  people  results  largely  from  the 
work  of  many  public  and  voluntary 
agencies — agencies  such  as  the  Allen 
County  League  for  the  Blind,  a United 
Fund  agency. 


Agency  SERVICES 


Personal  and  social  problems 
resulting  from  blindness  are  met 
through  counseling.  The  individual 
is  helped  to  reorganize  his  abilities 
to  meet  a life  without  sight. 


Special  techniques  of  cane  travel 
are  taught,  enabling  the  blind  per- 
son to  travel  where  he  chooses  to 
go,  confidently  and  independently. 
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OMMUNITY  RELATIONS 


Schools  are  aided  in  integrating 
blind  pupils  into  regular  classrooms 
by  consultant  services  and  the  pro- 
vision of  special  educational  aids, 
including  braille  and  recorded  text- 
books. 


Skills  and  special  techniques  are 
taught  the  blind  person  enabling 
him  to  carry  out  independently 
activities  of  daily  living  such  as 
eating,  grooming,  cooking,  sewing, 
measuring,  script  writing  and  read- 
ing braille,  and  many  other  tasks. 


Parents  of  blind  pre-schoolers 
are  guided  in  planning  for  the 
normal  growth  and  development  of 
their  children;  the  child,  too, 
receives  specialized  training  by  a 
professionally  trained  staff  member 
of  the  Allen  County  League  for  the 
Blind. 


Community  education  concerning 
the  blind  child  and  adult  creates 
better  understanding  and  accept- 
ance of  blindness.  Information  con- 
cerning national,  state,  and  other 
specialized  services  to  the  blind  are 
furnished  through  the  Allen  County 
League  for  the  Blind.  A large 
variety  of  aids  and  devices  for  the 
blind  are  also  available  through  the 
agency.

COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 


Recreational  outlets  for  blind 
persons  are  promoted  within  exist- 
ing community  agencies  and  other 
facilities.  Leisure-time  interests  and 
hobbies  are  developed  for  all  ages. 


Reader  service  and  essential 
transportation,  for  those  who  need 
it,  are  provided  by  volunteers. 
School  and  college  textbooks  are 
voice-recorded  on  records  and  other 
books  are  transcribed  into  braille. 


Job  placement  in  competitive 
business  or  industry,  with  on-the- 
job  training  and  close  follow-up, 
complete  the  restoration  of  the 
blind  person  to  a self-supporting, 
productive  station  in  life. 


Assessment  of  interests,  experi- 
ence and  abilities  aid  in  the 
selection  of  realistic  vocational 
goals. 


On-the-job  training  and  condi- 
tioning in  the  Allen  County  League 
for  the  Blind’s  sub-contract  work- 
shop provides  opportunity  for 
evaluation  and  the  development  of 
job  skills.
